nodel 39/h1 {1 svitehnboards wit 10 Lines each, Two more uodel 51 svitchboards 
with 10 lines each were allocased i: Juz 195°. There tas also 4 sunitehboard 
with 10 lines, which was constructec by the in therisclves. The switchboard 
plapon nurbered 16 to 1! mon, The resseagers' nlatcon, commanded by ounior 
Lieutenant Istvan Szabé, numbered or2 officer and 1k men, including two notor~ 
evyele messencers and five bicycle resseacers, The men of the sicnal corm 
pany wore blue service color vith lighting cluster insignia. 


2, The signal platoon of the 3d Sn, corande? by Junior Licutenant Jousef Foliete, 
with postal number 6201/00, was orranised into 1 telephone squad, 1 radio squad 
and 1 switchboard squad.

cluded one motorcyclist each, A:cording t> the signal platoon isader, the 
authorized strength of the plato.1 was three telephone and three radio squads 
as Well as one awitchboard squad :quipped 1ith a switchboard with 10 lines. *
